Prof. F. R. Parks, of Harrison School, 
Lexington, gave the teachers much 
food for thought and practice in his 
work in Reading, Geography, Compo- 
sition, Spelling, Sense-training and in 
other talks tending toward the advance- 
ment of the public schools. 

Prof. Grinstead, of Danville, Mrs. R. 
S. Eubank, of Lexington, Rev. L. H. 
Campbell, of Maryland, Prof. J. E. 
Mannix, of Berea College, and f Mr. J. 
K. West, of Lancaster, wercjmade hon- 
orary members of the institute. All of 
them, excepting Prof. Campbell, were 
at some time teachers in one of the 
three counties. 

Plenty of good music was interspers- 
ed with the work of the week and the 
social side was not forgotten. On Tues- 
day evening an enjoyable reception was 
given by the teachers of Garrard to the 
visiting teachers. 

Dr. Clark on Wednesday evening 
spoke to a large audience on "The Life 
and Work of Dr. Harper,” a man who 
prayed God not for rest in the life be- 
yond. but for a continuance of work. 

A concert was given Thursday eve- 
ning by home talent and the malelquar- 
tette from Berea College. That this 
quartette charmed the audience was 
evinced by the continued cheering after 
each number. Miss Lillian Poor assist- 
ed in the success of the evening by giv- 
ing two recitations in her delightfully 
pleasing manner. 

Taking it all in all it was a week of 
profit and enjoyment for the teachers, 
shared with the citizens of Lancaster, 
who appreciated having the assembly 
and such worthy instructors brought to 
their city.

GOV. BECKHAM'S GREAT 
SPEECH. 



The magnificent speech of Gov. Beck- 
ham delivered to a great audience at 
Columbia Monday is given in full this 
issue and its perusal is commended to 
all who are seeking light on the issues 
in this campaign.

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people there. Two other* especially 
have they used, one about the public 
printing work and the other about 
fees paid to attorneys. In place* far 
from the railroad*, Isolated and hard 
•to reach, they have repeated these 
charges, hoping that no Democratic 
speaker* or representatives would ev- 
er get there to correct .the false im- 
pressions. In the mountain county of 
Letcher, where It Is a day’s horse- 
back ride from the county seat to a 
railroad, he told with earnestness 
and vigor that these Democrats at 
Frankfort had agreed to pay the ar- 
chitect fH5.000.oo, when he knew, or 
ought to have known, such to be un- 
true. He or his companion candi- 
dates In an effort to eatch some Con- 
federate voters told that It was a Re- 
publican member of the Oeneral As- 
sembly who Introduced the bill to es- 
tablish the Confederate Home, when 
.they knew, or slight to have known, 
that the records showed such to bo 
untrue. Many o'her similar Instances 
could be named. They have repeat 
ed the old charge about extravagance 
In the payment of public printing bills 
when they know that a Republican 
Attorney .general approved the bill 
about which they complain; that a 
Legislative Investigating commlttea 
completely exonerated the members 
of the board from all blame and re- 
ported that everything had been done 
In accordance with the law and the 
contract ; and that the State *H»cal 
Court by Its decision had also vlmll- 
cated the action of the board. Owing 
to the large Increase In the public 
butlmwa of the State a area' deal 
snore printing has ben needed under 
this administration than nnder the 
Republican administration, and yet the 
average cost under that was greater 
than It has been under this. The an- 
nual average cost during their term 
was 1411,111 06, while the annual av- 
erage under eight years of Demo- 
cratic administration, even Including 
•the 128,000 00 about which they com 
plain, has hen f 43.818.15, showing 
92.567 91 less per year under Demo- 
cratic than under Republican adminis- 
tration At no time In Its history has 
ths State's printing been done so 
cheaply as k has been done under the 
Democratic administration. On some 
ttenis of the contracts the INibllo 
Printer makes a good profit on his 
work ; on many others he has to do 
k at s loss. It Is not fair therefore 
do pick out certain Items upon which 
he makes a profit and judge of the 
whole by that. Another of these old 
charges which they have resurrected 
to do service for them in this cam- 
paign la In regard to the payment of 
attorney's fees They accuse us of 
extravagance In 'he matter and sepk 
to mislead and deceits the people 
about It. They recently stated at 
Maysvlle that we had paid out $159,- 
000.00 In attorneys' fees I shall be 
fairer than they are aisl tell "hem 
that we paid more than that. The 
records show that since I became 
Oovernor we have paid out for that 
purpose $173.902 14 But to make up 
that* amount they have to put In the 
fee paid Capt. Calhoun of 171.199.95 
for rollcctlng the old Civil Whr claims 
amounting to f 1.324.090.00, which has 
been explained so of^n and so fully 
to the people that 1 shall not take 
op time with It now. It haa been 
ahown 'hat Kentucky, through Capt. 
Calhoun, collected her claims at less 
cost than that pafd by any other Slate 
for similar eolleelons, that the fee 
we paid was a little over five per 
cent., while no other S'ate paid less 
than ten per cent., and some of them 
as high as twenty-five per cent. So 
ft hts been In all the collections he 
has made for Kentucky or Ken'ticky 
soldiers, his fees have been less than 
those paid by any other 8'ato 
Now this fee of 171.199.95 was for 
an unusual and extraordloiry collec- 
tion and Is not properly chargahle to 
this amount. Whe-i substracted from 
It there Is 1102.702.19. !r. that 

amount. too. for which the Republi- 
can candidates try to hold us ac- 
countable, Is $20,167.84 which we paid 
on contracts made by Gov. Rrown, 
Oov Rradley, W. 8. Taylor and W. 
J. Hendrick, with which we had noth- 
f«Mt to do. It should also be deducted 
from the above amour* and It leaves 
$82 , 535 . 35 . the fair amount for which 
we should he accouni'able In the cus- 
tomary conduct of this work.

The only possible 
excuse they could offer for doing so 
would be to admit that If they con 
fined themselves to the truth about 
the Democratic administration they 
would have to praise it, and to praise 
It would eliminate every chance they 
heve of election. Their only hope, 
then. 1* to deceive enough people, by 
misrepresentations. and to destroy, if 
IMMsIble, by slanders those whom they 
can not defeat In a fair and straight- 
forward contest.

Wtiat has the administration done 
for the farmers and agricultural In- 
terests? More than was ever done 
for them before In all the preceding 
administrations together. It has 
put life and vigor Into the agricul- 
tural department of the State, and 
made It a living, active force for use- 
fulness. The vast good It has done 
Is well known to the farmers. This 
Democratic administration has also 
given to the farmers and tobacco 
raisers a law that more effectively en- 
ables them to fight the trusts.

It has 
beer* In operation only a little over 
one year and yet In that time thirty- 
five counties have voted out Intoxi- 
cating liquors entirely, making, In 
addition to the flC'y-eight counties al- 
ready dry. ninety-three out of the 119 
counties In the State absolutely under 
the local option law A large part of 
the remaining twen'y six conn les are 
also under that law. 

The Democratic administration hag 
also enacted numerous other meas- 
ures for the benefit of temperance. 
A leading non-partisan advocate of 
temperance has said, “Kentucky 
stands aboti* first In the high devel- 
opment of her local option laws. This 
high point has been reached during 
the present administration which will 
go down In the S'ate'a history as the 
era of a great moral reform." 

All prominent temperance leaders 
admit /ha* our State now has some 
of the wisest and best temperance 
laws that can be found In any State 
and that their enactment was largely 
due to the assurance of .‘he Demo- 
cratic administration. 

The administration has also stood 
•for i|ie strict, enforcement of the 
laws regulating the liquor traffic, es- 
pecially In reference to Ihe Sunday 
closing of saloons. Wherever It has 
been able to do so. It has brought 
about the enforcement of that law. 
It has simply but firmly demanded 
that the saloons must regard and re- 
spect 'he laws of .'.he Common wealth. 

Against the Republican attacks 
about ''Democratic Insincerity" on the 
temperance question, we place Ihe re- 
cord of what we have already done 
and the testimony of unbiased .tem- 
perance leaders.

as to attract the attention of the en- 
tire Nation. All our fom.es.' hopes of 
past years have been realized i»n>> 
'he work has gone so far beyond our 
expectations that we have been amaz- 
ed at the results." 

i The report further says: “Allow- 

ing five square miles for each town 
and city legalizing the sale of liquor, 
ninety-seven per cent. of the territory 
of the Slate |g under prohibition.” 
Since that report was made three oth- 
er counties have voted dry. 'hereby 
Increasing this per cent . so that, ac- 
cording ,'o the report, th.-re !>• row 
less than three per cent, of the ter- 
ritory of tlie State where the sale of 
liquor Is permitted. On account o* 
Hi*' nosltlon taken upon these ques- 



tions by the Democratic administra- 
tion, we have Incurred the powerful 
opposition of the Interests which op- 
posed them. Mr. Willson and his 
ticket are trying to take advantage 
of the situation by straddling the 
i question Ills platform la almost *1- 
| lent on the matter. After a bard 
« ruggle In his committee on resolu- 
tion*. by a vote of 7 to 6 they feebly 
declared In favor of an extension of 
the County Unit law to all counties, 
and when he opened his cami>algn at 
Maysvllle he virtually repudiated ev- 
en thad declaration. It Is at best only 
an endorsement of a Democratic | 
measure and If It was carried out It I 
would affect less than three per cent, 
of the territory of the S ate, as shown, 
by the report which I have just quot- 
ed. His platform and he are as silent 
as the grave about the ques- 
tion of Sunday closing, and he 
tries to evade It by saying he “Is 
In favor of enforcing all laws." He 
doesn’t approve of the action of the 
Democratic administration In these 
temperance matters because he Is 
constantly assailing It for what It has 
done. At heart he Is against the 
County Unit bill, against Sunday clos. 
Ing, against taxing the rectifiers, and 
against all such measures. At. Mays- 
vllle where the liquor interest was 
strong, he disappointed the temper- 
ance people, and at Plkevllle, where 
prohibition was strong, he tried to 
make a temperance speech, but It 
did not come on' with that easy and 
natural flow wl'h which he speaks on 
the other side. His efforts to cover 
both sides of this question have been 
so apparent to all that his campaign 
has become more picturesque than 
formidable more ludicrous than seri- 
ous. An.Fwhen at BarbourvlUe a few 
days ago he Is reported in his speech 
as having commenced "hurling things 
back In the teeth of his opponent,” 
It struck me that possibly even this 
early In the campaign be had grown 
weary of the work and had concluded 
that the attempt to ride two horses 
at once should be confined to circus 
performers and trained athletes. Such 
dramatic and heroic feats as "hurling 
things In people's teeth” should be 
reserved for the closing and exciting 
days of Ihe campaign, when .'heir ef- 
fect Is more tolerable If not enjoya- 
ble. 

The people of Kentucky know ex- 
actly whore ihe Democratic candi- 
dates stand upon these questions and 
they can no' be deceived by the awk- 
ward efforts of the Republican candi- 
date* to dodge and evade the Issues. 

t have tried to show you a fair 
comparison between the records of 
these two parties. In the brief limi- 
tations of time upon an occasion like 
this It Is Impossible to deal with such 
a subject except In a condensed form. 
Much more might be truly said to 
show the Importance of this election 
to the people of Kentucky and to Jus- 
tify you in .'he ardent support of the 
Democratic ticket. The election of 
that ticket will Insure to you a safe, 
honest and progressive administra- 
tion of your public affairs, ft Is made 
up of men who are honest and capa- 
ble. and will govern your Sta'e 
along the lines of its best Interests 
and Its best citizenship. 

You have nothing to expec' of the 
Republican ticket. It was nomlm'ed 
from Washington, by the Federal Rev. 
enne Association. The edict was sent 
from there that Mr. Willson should 
be nominated for Governor, and ev- 
ery opponent he had for the nomina- 
tion promptly wl’hdrew. 

I do not attack the Republican peo- 
pie of Kentucky. I believe lr» the 
honesty nad patriotism of the masses 
of that par y. 1 have lived among 
them, associated with them, and have 
many warm friends among them. In 
the many campaigns 1 have made, 
frequently I have gone into strong 
Republican counties and made poll ‘.I- 
ca] speeches to sudiences composed 
of more Republicans than Democrats, 
and In all of that experience I have 
never yet met w l'h the slightes act of 
discourtesy or disrespect from the 
Republican people. If they did not 
agree with me In ray opinion they 
treated me with respect. It Is not 
against them that 1 wage this con- 
test, but against those of their lead- 
ers who have misled and deceived 
them. 

It Is a notorious fact that the par- 
•y organization of the Republican par- 
ty In Kentucky has for years 
been controlled hy those who had at 
heart more the question of the dis- 
tribution of Federal patronage than 
the general welfare of the party or 
of the Commonwealth. I slate this 
proposition without fear of successful 
ron t radio! Ion. the Republican mass, s 
of Kentucky, and especially In the 
moun alns, have fared oetter under 
Democratic administration than tney 
did under Republican administration 

I believe most positively that noth- 
ing ever happened to bring more 
i discredit and more abuse upon the 
1 mountain people than dlld 'he oon- 
j duct of the Bradley-Taylor adminis- 
tration. It was that administration 
"•’’Ich gathered up the most desperate 
characters and assassins they could 



find and brought them to Frankfort 
as "representative mountain people 
to petition the Legislature." It was 
a libel against the good mountain 
people; It was the worst slander ever 
expressed against any people do call 
that inhuman and murderous mob 
‘the Kentucky mountaineers coming 
to petition the Legislature!" No man. 
be he Democrat or Republiean, who 
lives in the Kentucky mountains re- 
sents that slander more than I do. 
And yet the leadership of Bradley 
and Taylor did It, and Mr. Willson Is 
their present exponent. He stands 
for what they stood. He embodies 
Ihe same principles which they rep- 
resented seven or eight years ago. 

He has reeen'Iy been through the 
mountains and tried to crea'e the Im- 
pression that we, the Democrats, 
were persecuting this man or that, 
for the assassination of Goebel. In 
the name of reason and common 
sense, what good would It be to the 
Democratic party, to the family or 
friends of the murdered Oovernor, to 
punish an Innocent man for that In- 
famous crime? As Governor of Ken- 
tucky I would rather lose my right 
arm than see any Innocent man suf- 
fer for It. Mr. Willson differs from 
me In that he wants every one to 
escape punishment for It except those 
who have confessed to their part In 
It, and told of the cowipiracy. 

I charge, therefore, that Republican 
leadership brought reproach and 
shame upon the mountain people. I 
claim that under Democratic rule you 
have grown and prospered, and that 
your good name has been restored 
and vindicated. Why should you then 
longer support a party leadership 
tha> has done you so much harm, and 
turn your hacks upon those who have 
labored for your welfare and defended 
your honor? 

I have shown you. to some ex'ent. 
the evil and disastrous results of 
the Bradley-Taylor administration, 
and I have shown you partially what 
haa been done under Democratic ad- 
mlnlstra'lon. You know the griev- 
ous and deplorable conditions under 
which we took charge In February, 
1900. You know the condition of af- 
fairs now. 

My long term of nearly eight years as 
Governor of this great Commonwealth 
Is drawing to a elose. Tn December 
next I shall retire from Its duties 
and responsibilities. It is best for 
me that It should be so. for the bur- 
den of It has borne more heavily upon 
me than might be supposed. The of- 
fice of Governor Is one of great hon- 
or, but It Is also one of great drudg- 
ery and anxiety. In those nearly 
eight years I have worked hard and 
faithfully to serve my S'ute, and Its 
splendid people. By a terrible trag- 
edy the awful responsibilities of the 
office fell upon me unexpectedly and 
suddenly. I have often thought that 
some of my unkind critics were rlgh' 
when they said I was too young nnd 
too Inexperienced for the situation 
But what I lacked In age and prac- 
tice. I have faithfully tried to make 
up In earnestness of purpose and de 
votlon to duty. With what measure 
of success my efforts have been at- 
tended 1; is for the Just and felr- 
tended ft Is for 6he Jua'. and falr- 
Wlthout claiming any credit for wha» 
has been accomplished. I can at 'east 
rejoice, when I turn over the office to 
my successor, In contemplating the 
vast difference In the conditions of 
affairs now front what they were In 
the days of gloom and sorrow when 
I first became Governor. To its suc- 
cessors this administration will have 
tne gra' location at the close of this 
year of passing the govesnmentot 'he 
Commonwealth in the most prosper- 
ous condition It ever enjoyed and 
Its people happier and more content- 
ed than ever before. 

With all of Its deb's paid, with n.A 
a single unpaid outstanding cltim 
against It. with its credit as good as 
that of the Federal government, with 
every Sta'e institution in the Pest 
condition ever known before, with ..ur 
schools and colleges developed a.ii 
Improved beyond comparison with 
any preceding administration, wl'h a 
magnificent r.ew Capitol practically 
completed and paid for, wl'h a splen- 
did surplus of near $1,300,000.00 In 
the treasury, with progress and ad 
vancement upon every hand — all of 
these things, and more, done without 
borrowing a cent and without increas 
ing the tax rate, but rather with a 
reduced rate from that of the Re- 
publican administration. — I shall greet 
my successor In December, and may

I shall go upon another field of public 
work, and there endeavor to discharge 
my duty as faithfully and as cansclen- 



tlously as I have done here. If sent 
to that distinguished body by your 
General Assembly, 1 shall strive to 
well and worthily represent there this 
proud Commonwealth, and to serve 
the Nation In such a way as to reflect 
honor and credit upon the people who 
have so honored me. 

n conclusion I appeal to you that 
you permit not again to happen the 
mistake of 1H95 and the 'mistake of 
1899. This Is your fight as much an 
It Is ours; npon-you .'he responsibility* 
now rests. Consider seriously and care- 
fully the Issues before you, make up 
your decision honestly and fearlessly. 
That Is all .'he Democratic party asks 
of you lu this campaign, for when 
you have done that much, the victory 
will be ours by an overwhelming ma- 
jority.

The dismissal of the suit brought 
by “next friends" against Mrs. Mary 
Baker Q. Eddy will be gratifying to 
all fair minded people, without regard 
to religious belief. 

While the public is left In the dark 
as to he reason for dropping the 
suit, It Is quite as much tn the dark 
as to why It was ever brought In the 
first place. If its object was an attack 
on Mrs. Eddy as the founder of 
Christian Science, It wtll be rightfully 
regarded as an attempt at persecu- 
tion. In a land one of the corner- 
stones of whose government Is relig- 
ious liberty, such a course is short- 
sighted In that Its effect. If It have 
any effect, must be to help rather 
than to harm Ihe cause attacked. 
Thla would be true whatever the cult 
assailed. 

It is not a question of whether we 
agree with Christian Science or not, 
but solely a matter of Individual free- 
dom. Whatever we may think of 
Mlrs. Eddy's theories, we can not bnt 
respect her rights, the same being the 
rights we cherish for ourselves. The 
fact that she Is old entitles her all 
the more to sympathy and protection. 
To assure her that sympathy and pro. 
tectlon does not require a belief In 
her peculiar principles, but only a 
belief In common humanity. 

Mrs. Eddy’s personal counsel ob- 
jected to the dismissal of the salt 
until the matter of her mental com- 
petency Is cleared up. So far as the 
public mind Is concerned we believe 
that matter Is largely settled now. 
If the examinations of her already 
made had not effected that result 
the unqualified statement of Dr. Allen 
McLane Hamilton would certainly do 
so. It Is now io be hoped that Mrs. 
Eddy, like all other persons who are 
acting within their rights, will be 
left In peace Aid security In her old 
age. — New York American.

• MAKING NEWSPAPERS. 

Like everything else, the cost of 
making & newspaper has increased. A 
dozen or so years ago the getting out 
of a paper was comparatively inex- 
pensive. Help was cheap, paper stock 
■was low and less reading matter was 
tequlred. Today printers get 60 per 
teent more In wages than they got 
twelve years ago, and another In- 
crease Is to go into effect Sept. 1. 
The prloe of paper stock has risen 
fully a third and is still rising. 

* The Introduc Ion of the linotype 
In'o newspaper offices was Ifelt to be 
'the downfall of compositors, but time 
has shown that there are more men 
hnd women at work today on newspa- 
pers than ever before. The reason la 
that newspapers give more for the 
money 'han formerly; give more 
Yeadlng and a larger and better paper 
In every way than was the case In 
former years. 

* There Is not hing on the market 
that people get so muck of for their 
money as they do In newspapers at 
'.he present time. It Is rich In news, 
Tull of entertainment, indeed a neces- 
sity for the counting room, the store 
and the home. 

With the Increase In the cost of 
preparing and getting out papers will 
certainly come increased ra'es of ad- 
vertising for the merchants, for there 
Is nothing else left for the papers 
"to do. — Lowell (Mass.) Telegram.

COLUMBIA. Ky.. 8epf. 9.— In the 
presence of n large audience compos- 
ed of ladies, Democrats and Republi- 
cans, Gov. Beckham delivered the fol- 
lowing very strong speech today, 
which was received wl.to enthusiarfic 
mamifestatiotAi of approval: 

1 come to the good people of this 
county and of this section of 'he 
State to begin my part in this im- 
portant campaign, not to speak to 
Democrats alone, but to all of those 
of whatever pollMcal affiliations, who 
unite with me in common love of 
this grand old Commonwealth, and 
who will Join me In the sentiments 
which look forward to Us righteous 
and successful government. 

I bring to you the assurance that 
in my heart and in the principles 
which I represent there is no un- 
kind or ungenerous feeling toward 
anyone who may differ with me, and 
to those of an opposite political faKh. 
who have honored me by their pres- 
ence here today, 1 wwh to express my 
gratitude and to say .that I shall speak 
upon these issues in no bitter spirit 
of partisan declamation, hut as one 
Kentuckian to another,— all alike 
calmly and dispassionately seeking to 
aecure that which In the end will be 
best for our generous-hearted and no- 
ble-mfnded people. 

From these foothills I shall go on 
into the very heart of the Kentucky 
mountatns bearing to their people a 
message of peace and good will, 
preaching no doctrines of relentless 
party warfare, but fairly and fear- 
lessly advocating the cause In whose 
Justice and sincerity I so profoundly 
believe. With malice toward no one. 
with toleration and respect for *he 
opinion of every patriotic citizen who 
may disagree with me. I come Into the 
Republican stronghold of Kentucky 
to lift up the standard of Democracy 
and to point to the crowning Inscrip- 
tion upon its white banner which 
says "Peace. Prosperity and Happi- 
ness to all of our People.” 

When I speak to the people of the 
mountains I shall tell them that in 
Central and Wtestern Kentucky there 
Is m worthy and splendid citizenship; 
and when I speak to the people of 
Central and Wes'ern Kentucky I shall 
tell them that In the mountains the 
people are Jus* as good, as generous 
and as hospitable as can be found 
anywhere on earth. It always griev- 
ed me to see any sectional anlmosl: 
ties In the Nation: even more so does 
It grieve me to see any in my own 
State. Mv humble but earnest inis- 
■Ion In this campaign shall he to 
bring all of our people to a better 
understanding of each other and to a 
broader appreciation of what the hon- 
ored name “Kentuckian" Implies. 

There Is no part of the State In 
which the typical Kentuckian. God'" 
noblest creation. can no* be found. 
He may be seen digging In the mines 
of the Cumberland mountains; he may 
be seer tending the flocks In the pro- 
lific pastures of the Blue Grass; he 
may be seen tilling the fertile fields 
in the valley of the Mississippi; or 
he may be seen vigorously struggling 
in tjhe active commercial life of one of 
our beautiful cities. Wherever he is 
found, he is the saftie generous, im- 
pulsive, high-minded citizen; often too 
quick to anger, but yet always quicker 
to forgive. Before such a people any 
man or party may go. having his 
cause Just, and confidently expect a 
favorable Judgment. As one of the 
accredited representatives of my par- 
ty I therefore come to lay our case 
before you and to ask your patient 
and impartial consideration of It. Let 
us be frank and candid In dealing 
wl'h It. Let us lay aside our preju- 
dices and misunderstandings. Let us 
reason one with the other and de- 



termine honestly and patriotically 
wbat is the best for Kentucky. 

The plain proposition before you is 
this: — Do you want the Democratic 
party or .the Republican party to con- 
trol the affairs of this Commonwealth 
for the uext four years, aud do you 
want a Democrat or a Republican sent 
to the Federal Senate by the next 
General Assembly? Mark you, we 
have agreed to get at the solution of 
this ques'ion without prejudice or 
passion. We are agreed, too, that *li 
of us want to secure the best result* 
for the people. Democrats and itu 
publicans both say that. Now let j* 
get at the subject In a plain, com- 
nion-aense way, Justl as intelligent 
men would discuss any business prop- 
osition. 

' I shall state the case as I under 
stand It, and'I want you to carefully 
watch me and stop me If you think I 
misstate a fact or overlook a point. 

I shall state it In such a way that 
every fair-minded Republican as well 
as every enthusiastic Democrat will 
admit that I have s ated It truthfully 
Bach par'y ]j as placed before you o 
ticket, composed of a candidate for 
Governor and candidates for other 
State offices to be voted for In Novem- 
ber. Each party, too, has through Its 
convenlon or Its candlda'cs annotine. 
ed a platform of principles or prom- 
ises by which l* says It will be guided 
If placed In power. 

Each of these two par leg has been 
In power in Kentucky at diffe-ent 
times in the last twelve years cr 
within the memory of all voters who 
will participate In this election. From 
December, 1895. *o February, 1900, 
over four years, the Republican party 
was In power. From February. 1 0 >0, 
until now, nearly eight years, th* 
Democratic party has be-n In control. 
You have, therefore, had a good op- 
portunity to observe what each one 
would do when Invested with the pow- 
ers and responsibilities of office In 
o*ate. 

You will readily agree with me 
that it is better to Judge of what a 
man will do by what he has done In 
the past than by what he says he 
will do. and that you can better fore- 
cast wbat a party will do In the fu- 
ture by Its record In the past than by 
the promises of its platforms and of 
Its candidates. If a man convicted 
of perjury or false swearing makes a 
statement or a promise, we may well 
be oa our guard with him and dis- 
credit whatever he might say. If a 
party which has come before you In 
the past making fair promises and 
uttering serious charges against Its 
opponents and when glv»n power by 
you has violated those promises and 
signally failed to make good those 
charges, comes again making the 
same promises and charges, it Is well 
to look upon it with doubt and fear 
before again giving it a chance to 
betray you. 

Let us then see in what attitude 
each of .*hewe two political parties 
' lands before you in this campaign. ( 
in the light of it* pas*, record. • 
promises and its performances. By 
that test alone It is fair to judge be- 
*peen the two. and by that test, 
speaking for my party, I ask that 
the people of Kentucky pass judgment 
In the November election. 

Now let us look at. the record made 
by each parry during its ascendan- 
cy In Kentucky, and I will ask your 
patient a'tentlon while I Impartially 
state some historical facts which you 
may easily recall. 

In 1895 the Republican party plac- 
ed at the head of Its ticket as can- 
didate for Governor. Hon. W. O. Brad- 
ley, then, as now. the dominant and 
controlling force In his party in this 
State. In their platiorm and in the 
sp«|ttohes of their candidates they 
made the most expensive and fulsome 
promises of wha* they would do If 
elected to the offices. They promised 
the moral, political, and industrial re- 
generation of Kentucky. They prom- 
ised a new era In the State's progress 
and development, that the laws would 
be strio*ly enforcai and that peace 
and contentment would everywhere 
prevail. They made the gravest pos- 
sible charges against the Democratic 
party and Its conduct of the State's 
affairs. They charged extravagance 
and corruption, and with the battle 
cry. "give us a look at. the books," 
they made .'.heir campaign. Democrat- 
ic leaders refuted Ihege charges and 
warned the people that it would be 
disastrous to place the Republican 
party in control Id *hls State or in 
any southern State; that It believed 
In force and fraud and in the subor- 
dination of the civil to the military 
power. But In vain were the charges 
I denied and these warnings uttered. 
Many people were deceived and mis- 
led. Suspicions were created hi the 
minds of many good people that pos- 
sibly there had been mismanagement 
and corruption In the Democratic nd- 
ministra ion. Unfortunate dissen- 
i tlons arose In the Democratic party, 
i and the Republican ticket with a Re- 
publican Legislature was elected.— 
the first time Id the history of he 
Sta'e. In December of 1895 and Jan- 
uary, 1896, they came into possession 



of the Slate government and for four 
years held it 

in that dark and fateful period 
what a record was niad^l For inca- 
pacity, mismanagement and disaster 
it has never, been equalled In this 
Slate. Their campaign cry for a "look 
at the books" was answered and for 
over four years they had ample time 
to look at them. But never were 
they able to find a single cent of 
the people’s money not properly ac- 
counted for. Not a vestige of fraud 
or corruption upon the part of the 
previous Democratic administrations 
could they discover. Their campaign 
charges were shown to be false and 
insincere. Just as they are now. 
What did they do towards upbuild- 
ing and advanenig the welfare of the 
State? Nothing wha’ever but to turn 
back for at least a generation the dial 
that marked its progress and devel- 
opment. Every fair-minded Repub- 
lican will admit thnt It was tho most 
' turbulent period in the Common- 
wealth's history with the possible ex- 
ception of the time of the Civil War. 
In place of the bread they promised 
you. they gave you a stone. Instead 
of the "new era” of peace and pros- 
perity about which they pra'ed so 
much in the campaign they establish- 
ed a red carnival of military usurpa- 
tions and bloodshed. The new ad- 
ministration had not been In power ' 
three months when the Republican 
Governor called into active scrvfte 
the S'ate Militia and placed it In 
control of the General Assembly ot 
the S'ate. then in session There was 
absolutely no necessity for such an 
arbitrary and unwarranted exercise of 
power. It was an unconstitutional ef- 
fort upon the par* of one branch of 
the government to Intimidate and con- 
trol the aetloD of a co-ordinate branch. 
A member of the General AssemDly 
could not enter the Capitol without 
the permission of a military officer. 
The whole purpose of It was to force 
the election of a Republican <o the 
U. S. Senate 

In numerous other Instances was 
the same flagrant hr* made of the 
militia, and in the State election of 
1899, when W. S. Taylor was the Re- 
publican nominee for Governor, this 
same Republican Governor in his 
desperate desire to aid in Taylor's 
election, called into active service 
State troops In the City of Louis- 
ville on election day In order to in- 
timidate and influence the voters. 
During that entire administration law- 
lessness and crime were rampant. 

Republican leaders now try to re- 
flect upon the Democratic adminis- 
tration by referring to the Breathitt 
county troubles, and reports about 
'the Night Riders.” I^et them go 
back to the time when they were in 
control and refresh their memories 
about the toll gate raiders, and feudal 
wars In some of the counties. I^et 
them read 'he messages of their Gov- 
ernor to the General Assembly to see 
his lurid pictures of lawlessness and 
crime at that time. If It was no fair 
to hold him responsible for the toll 
gate raiders, the Clay eoun'y fend 
and other similar outbreaks it cer- 
tainly is not fair 'o hold a D^ioeratic 
Governor responsible for the Breath- 
itt co'intv and other such troub'es 
Or« of »h<* chief reasons for which 
the Republican Governor In 1897 call- 
ed an extra session of the General 
Assembly was to get more power :o 
stop lawlessness In the State. 

Thu tn December, 1899, with the 
use of :he military at *he polls, fraud, 
ulent tissue ballots In many conn'les, 
corruption and force in the elect Ion. 
there came Into temporary power 
Taylor and his bloody cohorts. Con- 
fronted by his Democra'lc opponent 
with a constitutional contest before 
the Genera) Assembly he filled the 
State Capital with an armed and des- 
perate mob. Realizing 'he hopeless- 
ness of his case, he became reckless 
and murderous. From a window In 
the Executive building, not forty feet 
from where he sat, nervously await- 
ing the fatal sound, there was fired a 
shot which struck down In mortal 
agony the man whom he could not 
defeat in a legal or con»*itutlor«»l way. 
Almost Instantly, armed troops kept 
la concealment ready for this awful 
event, swarmed Into the Capitol 
grounds, took possession of the build- 
ings under orders from the Republi- 
can Governor, guarded all the en- 
trances. and drove back the civil offi- 
cers who sought to enter and arreaj 
the murderers. 

Atxl yet they tail us that It Is per- 
secution to attempt to bring to *rlal 
the man who directed all these move- 
ment*. who admits that he was only 
forty feet from where the fa nl shot 
was fired uud prohibited the civil offi- 
cers from coming In to make a 
search! 

He suspended the writ of Habeas 
Corpus. He Issued his proclamation 
adjourning the Legislature to Lon- 
don wl/bout the slightest authority of 
law. He had his lawless soldiery us- 
ing their bayonets to drive the Sena- 
tors and Representatives from their 
(mils and chase them through the 
s'ree s of FraDkfort like a lot of 
felons, forcibly preventing them from 



meeting anywhere, until for the safe- 
ty of their lives they were compelled 
to secretly leave the Capital and go 
to the city of Louiavllla where they 
might hold their sessions. He sent 
his Adjutant Oc-ieral with a lawless 
mob to the Capital Hotel where Wm. 
Goebel lay suffering with the agonies 
of his cruel wound, that by their bois- 
terous laughter and the grounding of 
their arms upon *he brick pavements 
they might disturb the^ last hours of 
the dying man He made it necessary 
for the Court of Appeals to abandon 
their court room and seek safety In 
the city of Louisville. He made It 
dangerous for any man, woman, or 
child, to walk upon the streets of the 
Capital City. And ye; this Is the man, 
now a fugitive from Justice, who will 
return In triumph to Kentucky, with 
a pardon before trial In his pocket, if 
Mr. Willson and the Republican ticket 
are elected In November! 

This Is the man. too. whom a Re- 
publican Stare convention only a few 
years ago. after he had done ail these 
things. Indorsed “for his resolute and 
patriotic course.” This Is the man 
who Mr. Willson says was "resolute 
an.t patriotic," whom Mr. Willson sup. 
ported in 1899 and supports now. - If 
he has ever changed his opinion he 
has not said so. 

Is he any better than Gov. Brndley, 
his mentor and chief advisor? Is he 
any bet'er than W. 8. Taylor, whose 
“resolute and patriotic course" he has 
Indorsed? Can we expect more of 
him than we could of Gov. Bradtey 
or of W. 8. Taylor? If so, will he 
please to explain to the people In 
what respect he differs from them or 
by what process of purification he has 
been made better 'han they were? He 
can not answer by retailing some ex- 
ploded slander or baseless falsehood 
about the Democratic administration 
He must come to the point direct. 
The people have no toleration for 
dodelDg or equivocation. He must 
either defend the adminlstra lons of 
Gov. Bradley and Taylor or repudiate 
them. And he ran not do either with- 
out confessing the futility of his can- 
didacy and the absurdity of his claim. 

I will relieve him somewhat of his 
embarrassment and answer It for him. 
He will not deny that my answer Is 
correct. He does Indorse these two 
men and if elected Governor be 
would show hts indorsement by trying 
to send one to the U. 8. Sena'e and 
bring ''he other a free man back to 
Kentucky. 

Now let us look at the financial con- 
dition of affairs when that party took 
charge in January, 1896, and the con- 
dition when they went out in Februa- 
ry. 1900. 

The Republican Auditor gta*ed that 
he found a debt of $1,800,000 00 with 
rash In the treasury amounting to 
$153,754.38, leaving a net debt of $1,* 
646.265.62. Taking their own figures, 
about which tliere is much question, 
and It Is probable that they over- 
stated the amount, the fact remains 
thnt the debt which they found was 
not as great as the deb* whlcfc they 
left In February, 1900, for a state- 
nient from the Auditor's office shows 
that on February 26, 1900, when the 
T'em"emtr. tool: charge of that de- 
partment. the 'otal liabilities amount 
ed to $2.062,991 87, with $363,334.57 
cash In the treasury, leaving a net 
debt of $1,699,657.30. a grea'er 
amount than the debt which they 
say existed when 'hey first took 
charge. 1* therefore appears that 
notwithstanding their Increase of me 
tax rate ten cents, and iasuing holds, 
for which they received nearly $540,. 
000.00. all done for <he avowed pur- 
pose of paying off *he State debt, 
they lef» the State tn heavier debt 
than they found It. They charged 
this debt to what they called "Demo- 
cratic extravagance,” no' explaining 
to the people .*hat the preceding Dem- 
ocratic administration had been bur- 
dened with extraordinary demands 
upon Its resources owing to the long 
session of the Cone'ltutlonal Conven- 
tion and the unusually long session of 
the General Assembly of 1891-92-93. 
made necessary for the purpose of a 
revision of all our laws In accordance 
wlih the new constitution. 

In order to pay off tma debt, as they 
claimed, they called an extra session 
of the General Assembly In 1897 **• 
secured the passage of acts 'o crmble 
them to issue bonds for $600,000.00. 
for which they received about $540,- 
000 00, and to increase the tax rate 
from 42 1-2 cents on the one hundred 
dollars to 52 1-2 cents. Democratic 
members vo'ed for *hege measures 
because they placed patriotism above 
partisanship and did not want to em- 
barrass the financial affairs of the 
Commonwealth merely to secure a 
party advantage. 

What was the result? The bonded 
deb' of the State was doubled, mak- 
ing it $1,000,000.00; the tax rate was 
raised to the highest point In the 
Sta'e's history, — all done, they said, 
to pay off debts, and yet after their 
four years of power ihey left the 
State with a bigger debt than they 
found It. In 'hose four years and two 
months of power they appropriated 
only $187,000.00 for public Improve- 



ments, while tho Democrat ic adminis- 
tration slttce It oama into power, 
with a reduced tax rate, has paid off 
all the debt K inherited from the 
Republican administration, made Ken- 
tucky one of the four or five States 
in the Union which have no debt, and 
appropriated over $2,500,000.00 for 
public Improvements and In the es- 
tablishment and development of our 
institutions. 

In the bill by which the Republican 
administration raised the tax rate 
to 52 1-2 cents, they provided that at 
the end of their term the tax rate 
should fall 5 cents, or be 47 1-2 cents, 
under which rate we lived for two 
years, when. In 19o2, the General As- 
sembly raised It to 50 cents, the pres- 
ent rate. Consequently when we came 
Into control In February. 1900, we 
found a reduced 'ax rate, seriously 
cutting down our revenue* at a criti- 
cal time, and a debt of about $1,700,- 
000.00 facing us. 

wtoat have we done nnder such dis- 
astrous condl’lons? With the wuole 
State in disorder and ebaos we calmly 
wen: to work> while our enemies bit- 
terly assailed and obstructed us, and 
we tried to bring order out of an- 
archy, solvency out of bankruptcy. 
Whether or t.ut wo succeeded let the 
records speak. 

In the place of mob rule we re- 
established the authority of the courts 
of jus’lee. Instead of plunging the 
8*ate Into a bloody civil warfare, we 
calmly and patiently awaited the con 
stltutlobal determination ot our cause 
brforsj the JudiclaJ tribunals. We 
suffered much and we bore mueb. 
Having won out In even' court from 
the Circuit Court of Kentucky to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
wo started out In an honest and bus 
tness-llke way to deserve the confi- 
dence placed In us aud to uplift Ken 
lucky from the fearful condition In 
which Republican misrule had lef' 
her. 

We wipe, | out the State debt. We 
bought up and burned, before they 
were due. tbe million dollars of 
bonds. Wk> enlarged and Improved 
every public Institution In the State, 
all of which were In ■ moat deplora 
me condition when we took charge. 
Wo placed them upon the best basis 
ever before known and equal to those 
In the most progressive States In 
America. 

We established the Confederate 
Home, and yet Mr. Willson says he 
will get eighty per cent, of *he Con 
federate vote. Tho war has been over 
more than forty years, and this la 
the first and only administration that 
ever did anything for the old soldiers 
of the Los* Cause He doesn't know 
those gallant old veterans when he 
charges them with surh ingratitude. 

We hare fostered nnd helped the 
Children's Home Society and made it 
a State Hn^lf utlon. *hat It might 
continue Its noble and splendid work 
among 'he helpless little orphans of 
the State Today tbe Children's Home 
Society of Kentucky, under Its able 
marwgemen*, 1s recognized as the 
best Institution of Its kind In tho 
country. 

We have re es'ahllshed the Geo- 
logical Survey that it might continue 
It* excellent work In *he development 
of our wonderful mineral wealth. We 
have enacted w n legislation for 'hr 
betterment of our laboring people, a 
child labor law. a facory Inspection 
law. and other laws for their welfare 
and advancement. Wo have Increas- 
ed the term In our common schools 
from five mon'hs to sJx months, cost- 
ing nearly *400,000.00 more per year. 
We have established two State Nor- 
mal schools for the better training 
and perparatlon of our school teach- 
er*. liberally providing for their main- 
tenance and conduct. We have given 
generously of onr means to the Sta'e 
College and the Colored Normal 
School. Increasing their annual appro- 
priation. as well as giving them spe- 
cial appropriations for their enlarge- 
ment and Improvement. We have in- 
creased the school per capita to the 
highest point ever known In the 
State. In I9<>0 It was $2.45, this year 
It is $3.40. Notwithstanding the unf- 
ed opposl'lon of the Republican lead- 
ers we passed the School Book Isw, 
which gives to the children of the 
State .'heir school hooks at one-third 
leas than they formerly paid, Th'* - 
was one of the platform pledges of 
Wm. Goebel. 

Kentucky Is - the most generous 
State of ail In <:he proportion of her 
revenues which she gives to the cause 
of education. Out of her 50-cent tax 
rate she gives 26 1-2 cen's to the pub- 
lic schools and normal schools. 12 
cent to the State College, aul 2 cents 
to the sinking fund to pay the inter- 
est on school bonds, making 29 cents 
to ‘hat cause, Laving only 21 cents 
for all the general expense* of the 
Commonwealth, In all of l*a branches 
nnd its public institutions. -Many ot 
■the counties of the State have a high- 
er rate ihan that for their county ex- 
pense^. In a few years, with toe pres- 
ent progress, if the Democratic party 
Is continued^ in power, we will have a 
school system equal to the best tn 
tbe country. Can anyone point to a

It 
will not be Inferior in arch Her tura 
and beauty to the new Pennsylvania 
Capitol built by a Republican admin- 
istration as a cose, of $l3,0<M.0no.00. 
When compared to the cost per cubic 
fort of every Capitol Jnjjlt in the past 
generation In any Store, the Kentucky 
Capitol ha* roar less than any. In 
fact only about half of what the low- 
est In other States have coo - . It is 
pronounced by ail who have seoi it 
a* a superb structure nnd aplendldly 
built. To the criticisms of our eno- 
mica we need only answer. "Go and 
look a' It.” The marvel is that so 
much could have been done and done 
so well for the money used. When 
completed In a fe% mon'hs It will b# 
a building worthy of the pride of onr 
people an<l of the admiration of all 
who behold It. 

The Republican candid*'**, In their 
scarcity of campaign material, h*Te 
tried to revive a miserable old slan- 
der about the employment of an arch- 
itect.

Every other Sta'e paid It* ar- 
chitect 5 per rent. Tha’ I* shat the 
government and every other roncero 
pay* a first class architect Mr. Will- 
son borrows an old falsehood for use 
In his campaign, which ha* long since 
been exposed, about a certain man 
who offered to furnish plans for • 
Caplol at $16.000 00, and that onr 
board turned down his proposition. 
We did, and we would do 6* ai-.-'n If 
i the matter were before us. If this 
man should offer to do It for nothing 
we would not accept It because his 
record in Texas and elsewhere shows 
that be was dishonest and corrupt Tha 
report of the Texas Capitol Com mis- 
sion 'tells how he tried to rob that 
State as the architect of the Capitol.

these slanders aid calumnies which 
he knows to b® false? If he waa 
honest In there charge* he would 
have made a personal Investigation 
and not relied upon the false rumors 
coming from some vicious malcon- 
tents. It is a' range In the light of 
experience that a Republican ticket In 
this State can not learn that honesty 
Is the beat policy, and Chat In itha 
end truth la the most powerful cam- 
paign argument. The people of Ken- 
tucky are never going to elect a can- 
didate or a party whose campaign Is 
based upon falsehood and calumny.
